While 1925 imports totaled $6,- 
$50,720, the 1926 figure was $6,- 
334,800. Exports increased from 
$84,729,720 to $102,946,840. In 
1926, the value of exports of pas- 
senger cars was $93,904,920, of 
trucks, $8,751,120, and of bodies 
and equipment $290,800.

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When ls a Car Worn Out? 


N THE opinion of many owners, it is perfectly obvious, a 
car is worn out when it positively refuses to run another 
foot. There are many cars staggering around the highways 
and streets of this country. which are practically worn out, 
but their owners refuse to recognize the real state of affairs. 
In a statement some weeks back, Alfred Reeves, general 
manager of the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, | 
estimated that there were approximately 1,000,000 motor 
vehicles in this country which were actually unfit for service 
on the highways. 

It is obvious that many of these ancient vehicles are, | 
from their mechanical condition, unfit to be in service. Many | 
of them are a positive menace to traffic. The question | 
naturally arises as to how far this state of affairs can be | 
permitted to go. How far should the individual be permitted 
to exercise his own judgment as to the fitness of his vehicle | 
for service on the public roads? | 

The answer is that he should be allowed to decide for | 
himself the fitness of a motor vehicle to be operated on the! 
public roads. only so far as such operation does not endanger | 
the general safety. In other words, there should be some! 
check on the mechanical condition of motor cars which use | 
the public highways. Obviously a car with ineffective | 
brakes or with a dubious steering system, may be a menace | 
to the public safety. Such cars should be ordered off the | 
roads until their condition permits safe operation. In many 
cases the cost of repairs that would make these veterans safe | 
for this democracy would be far more than any possible, 
value they would have for the owners. In such cases the only | 
solution would be destruction of the vehicle. 

When we come to methods of carrying out a program | 
of insuring safe mechanical condition in every car in ser-| 
vice, we find many difficulties. The obvious course would | 
be a Federal bureau, and periodical -examination of the! 
mechanism of vehicles. But the Federal government would | 
probably find that it had no authority to act in the various | 
states. This would throw the matter back on the hands of 
the individual commonwealths. State departments for the 
certification. of mechanical fitness of motor vehicles would 
create another of those political bureaus, which are more or 
less the bane of our lives. 

Yet something will have to be done about it. We have 
got to handle the matter more intelligently than our usual 
method of saying, “Let’s pass a law.” It may be that we need 
a law to cover this situation, but it must be a carefully 
framed, simply worded statute which,will really accomplish 
something besides establishing another nest of political job- 
holders. 

It might be that a law calling for periodic examination 
of the mechanical condition of cars that have been operated 
for a given mileage or a certain length of time will help. 
Any law framed to meet this condition is bound to have 
limitations. For instance, if we stand on the age of the car 
one vehicle may have run but 5,000 miles in three years, 
while another may have piled up 25,000 miles in the same 
time. If we stand on the mileage registered, one vehicle may 
have had excellent care, while another has been neglected, 
and one will be in perfectly safe condition at the end of 
15,000 miles, while the other will be a virtual wreck. 

Nevertheless some method of insuring the mechanical 
fitness of cars in the interest of the genera] safety should be 
found.

HIGHEST IN 1926 


925,877,712 Pounds 
Had Total Value of 
$505, 817,807 


Washington, March 15.—Crude 
rubber and latex importations of 
925,877,712 pounds, valued at 
$505,817,807, during 1926 rep- 
resent the highest figures ever 
recorded for any one year, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by 
the Department of Commerce. 
These figures show an increase 
of more than 37,000,000 pounds 


over the 1925 importations of 
888,478.385 pounds,* valued at 
$429,705,014, and the total is 


nearly three and one-half times 
the amount imported in 1916. 
With the exception of 

years, rubber imports have climbed 


steadily since 1916. Due to price 
fluctuations, however, the vaiues 
of imported rubber, while now 
maintaining about the same rela- 
tion to quantity that they did 
eleven years ago, have averaged 
from about 16 cents to something 


over 70 cents from year to year.
